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FORSYTH  OF  NYDIE 


The  Forsyth  Is,  by  origin,  a  Gascon  family.   The 
name  Is  taken  from  the  little  town  of  Forsyth,  on  the 
Dordogne  river,  twenty  miles  above  Bordeaux.  Since  the 
Earl  of  Derby  destroyed  It  In  his  Invasion  of  Prance  In 
the  foutteenth  oentury,  It  was  rebuilt  under  Jhe  name 
of  Fronsao.* 

By  family  tradition,  It  Is  asserted,  that  the  first 
to  bear  the  name  of  Forsyth,  as  feudal  sleur  or  count, 
was  a  member  of  the  princely  family  of  Navarre,  the  same 
as  that  which  gave  kings  to  Castile,  Aragon,  and  Leon, 
Navarre,  and  France,  to  which  also  belonged  the  cele- 
brated admiral  of  the  sixteenth  century,  Pierre  de 
Navarre. 

In  the  time  of  Robert  Bruce,  king  of  Scotland, 
Osbert,**  son  of  Robert  de  Forsyth,  took  military  ser- 
vice of  that  monarch,  and  received  from  him  "for  fealty" 
a  grant  of  100  solidates  in  terrae  tenemento  de  Salkill 
in  the  sheriffdom  of  Stirling. 

He  was  the  ancestor  of  all  those  who  have  a  legiti- 
mate right  to  the  name  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and 
America.  Among  his  immediate  descendants  were  JOHN 
DE  FORSYTH,  crown  officer  in  1379*  and  WILLIAM  DE  FORSYTH,*** 
crown  offioer  in  1399. 

The  various  branches  into  which  the  family  is 
divided,  are  offshoots  of  the  FORSYTH  OF  NYDIE,  whose 
coat  of  arms  is  emblazoned  in  Lindsay's  Heraldic  Manu- 
script of  1542,  A.  D.

Among  the   many  curious   things,   brought   to   America  by  families 
from  Vurope,    wes  a  carved   moorish  sword,    or  ci meter,    belonging  to 
Robert  Forsyth  o'  Fail^erton,    an  officer   of  King  James,   who   in  add" 
ition   to  his   Scottish  estate,    obtained    in   lol8,    a  grant   of  land   in 
Ulster,    Ireland,   where  a  ot*   of  hie  family  afterverds  settled. 

It  had   en   insc^i-ntion   «n   ^ne  side   of  the  blade  which  re?d,    that, 
he  vho  possessed    it   should   be   fortunate   in   love   and  war;      on   the   other 
side,    the   inscription  reed,    that,    he  who  lost   it  should   experience 
calamities  and    the  rower   of  his   -posterity  3hould   be   shaken. 

The   S'-'ord   vas  born  first   in  America  by  F.nsign  Willian  Forsyth, 
Of  the  Poyal  Provincials,    in  the   Indian  \*»rs    in   the  vicinity  of  Chester, 
Nev  Hamrshire,    in  1765.    whose  father,    a  native   of  Ireland,   was   a 
descendant  of  Col.    Pobe~t,    the  original  possessor. 

"Ensign  wil"Jiam  Forsyth  was   captured  by   the   Indians  about   1765, 
and  carried   to  Canada,    and  was  ransomed  by  M.    de  MrntSHrte,    ft  French 
officer,    whose   secretary  he  "became.      He  wa°   with  de  Montmarte  for  two 
or   three  years,    end  v-hen  the   latter  returned   to  Fmr.co,    he  gave  William 
his   liberty  and   ironey  with  which  to  reach  his   friends. 

The  sword ,    vhich  had   bees  lost   in  his  struggle  with  the   Indians, 
wee   c'fscoi-^red ,    after  his    carture ,    and  s°nt   to   his   eldest  brother,   Dr. 
Matthew  Fcrsyth,    then  a  physician  in  the  R^yal  Navy. 

A  son  of  this  Dr.    Matthew,    named  Robert,    cane    to  Fredericksburg, 
Va.  ,    about   1772,    and  nmrng  his  effects  v/as   fchis   swor<-; ,    which  he  wore 
as   CPrteir,    Had   afterwards   as  Kajcr,    in  Lee's  light  Horse  during  the 
Revolution.      In  177P,   Fcbert  Foreyth  was  Deputy  ?uarter-Mas ter-General 
of    the  Southern  Army,   and.  a  letter  of  that  date  written  by  him  fj&$j)&]L, 
from  Frederickshnrg,    is   in  rrss»ssion   of  Miss   Anna  For3yth,    of  Ivy, 
Albemarle  county,    con-firming  or  announcing  the  anrointment  of  Col. 
FirrohraiF  Blaine,    an   ancestor  of  Eon.    James  G.   Elaine,    to  the  position 
of  DeTuty  Quarter-Maeter-Gpn-ral   of  the  Northern  Army. 

Robert  Forsyth  wrs   arointed   by  Washington  1st  U.S.   Marshall 
of  Georgia.      The   S'-'ord  T-p?e9^  from  him   to  his   son  John,    together  with 
his  badge   of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati?..      John  Forsyth  was  Governor 
of  and  Senator  from  Ga.  ,    r:nd   Secretary  of  the  United  States   from  183k 
to  18U2. 

And   thus   the    fortune   of  the  r>osseS8ors    of  bhe  sword    increased  until 
the  burning  of  Columbus,   Gs. ,   by   the  Federals    in  the  late  var  when  the 
sword  was   destroyed  ■  ith  other  effects   of  the   late  Governor  Forsyth. 
Since  then,    the  fortune  of  that  branch  of  the  family  has   changed. 

An  old  fashioned  musket,    which  belonged   to  Ensign  William  Forsyth, 
is    in   the  possession  of  one   of  his  descendants,    in  Manchester,   K.H. 
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Owing  to  ^r.sign  Ifilliaa  Forsyth's  connection  with  M.    da  Montmarte, 
he  was  enabled  to  educate  one  of  his  -oas    in  France.     This  son,   Thomas 
Forsyth,  wan  educated   there  since  his   t^nth  year.     Hs  serred  gallantly, 
at    the  3g<»  of  17,    in  the  Marquis   de  K^ntmart^'s  tst'alion  of  Navarre 
in  th<?  war  of  allies   and  French  Princes    in  1792  against  the  1st  Trench 
Re-o-ubl  ic ,    an?   id   din  crimed    i?~i  a»»ric«  Jtesaldioa,    as  "being  deccrated 
with  the  Ordsr   of  ^nifhthood  of  St.   Louis ,    at   the  siege   of  Thionville, 
in  1792. 
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
